(b) all the termini, together with the names of all the principal towns 
from, through, into, or near which the survey is intended to be 
carried, as well as the names of each civil division and district 
-to be traversed by the proposed alignment; 


(ce) the length, so far as known, of the proposed railway ; 
(d) the gauge and the motive power to be employed ; 


(e) the intentions of the applicants as to the working of the railway 
when constructed. If it is intended that the working shall be 
leased to any existing railway administration, the nature of the 
contemplated agreement shall be specified.

: No. 2563—37.—The following draft of a proposed amendment to Rule 1 
of the Rules under the Indian Emigration Act (XXI of 1883) is published under 
section 81 of that Act for the information of persons likely to be affected thereby, 
and notice is hereby givén under that ‘section that the draft will be taken into 
consideration by the Governor General in Council after the expiry of one month 
from the date of this Notification. 


2. Any objection or suggestion which may be made by any person with 
respect to the said draft will be received and considered by the Governor Gen- 
erai in Council. 


Draft of proposed amendment. 


For the first sentence of the said Rule 199, the following sentence shall be 
substituted, namely : 


“If any returned emigrants are known to have deposited money for transmission to 
India through the Colonial Government, the Emigration Agent concerned shall, without 
delay, make payment to them in Indian money, at the rate of exchange Tuling in the open 
market, of the equivalents of the amounts so deposited, and should any such emigrants so 
desire, he shall assist them: to obtain postal money: orders, payable to themselves at any 
Post ‘Office they may name, in place of notes or silver which they should be discouraged 
from carrying about with them. In all applications. for such money orders the words ‘ 
“Returned emigrant” should be added after the name and father’s name of the payee.”

The value of the metal tendered for coinage in Calcutta was Rs, 107,173, 
being less than in the previous year by Rs. 12,743. No gold was tendered for 
coinage in Bombay, and none was coined there or in Calcutta, the stock of 
mohurs in the Reserve Treasury at Calcutta being sufficient to meet the outturn 
value of the gold tendered,

16. Number of assays made: Gold.—The number of gold assays made in 
Calcutta was 3.273 compared with 1,569 in the preceding year, the increase 
being due to an unusually large number of assays on gold ingots belonging to 
private individuals and intended for export. The gold assays made for the mint 
were on the usual small parcels tendered for coinage, but paid for by gold mohurs 
already in stock, as stated in paragraph 1, and on two small meltings for the 
manufacture of medals. 


Silver.—The number of silver and miscellaneous assays made in the Cal- 
cutta and Bombay Mints during the year was also very large, the figures for 
the two mints being 19,205 and 50,328 respectively compared with 12,423 and- 
23,434 in 189i -g2. 

17. Assays of bullion alitgated to standard —In Calcutta the average fineness 
of the silver meltings for coinage was G16:088 per mille compared with 916153 
in the preceding year.

18. Parting assays of silver coins.—The average proportion of gold found 
in the silver pyx coins at the Calcutta Mint during the year was 0-177 per 
mille against 0'311 in 1891-92, the quantity of gold contained in the whole 
silver coinage of that mint for the year being estimated at about 5,330 tolas, or 
1,998 troy ounces, of fine gold, valued at about 48,473, compared with 4,469 
tolas, or 1,676 troy ounces, worth £7,106, inthe preceding year. In the Bombay 
Mint the.average proportion of gold found in the silver pyx coins of the year 
was 0°66 per mille against ‘109 per mille in 1891-92. 


_ 19. Pyx trials of silver coins—In the trials for weight in the Calcutta 
Mint the number of rupees weighed was 3,050, and the average weight was 
found to be 179"925 grains, the lightest coin being 178'g90 and the heaviest 180'9 
grains,11°57 per cent. of the total. number weighed being of the exact standard 
weight of 180 grains. In one trial only was a single coin found beyond the 
legal remedy in weight, but ona second pyx being furnished no faulty coin 
could be detected. In the Bombay Mint 18,640 rupees were weighed singly, 
but none were’ found beyond the legal remedy in weight, while the average 
over the number eagles gave a mean weight of 180'025 grains, 


__. For fineness of the coin 280 trials were made in Calcutta, 2,800 coins having 
been assayed singly, and 5,480 in groups of 20 after melting. Of the coins 
assayed singly, the extreme variations ranged from 905°4 to 928'2, and the . 
average fineness of the whole number proved to be 916°683. In six of the trials ; 
_ coins were detected beyond the legal remedy in fineness, and a second PyxX was
